ONE PER CENT. OR NOTHING 

The city of Edmonton, only holder of bonds 
of the defaulting British Columbia municipali- 
ties to refuse to accept the compromise interest 
rate proposed by the Government of that prov- 
ince, may get no interest at all, That is exactly 
what is going to happen, according to the Hon. 
A. Wells Gray, B.C. minister of municipal 
affairs, unless Edmonton's sinking fund board 
and city council recant and accept what is 
offered them. 

Speaking at Vancouver, the Minister said: 
“If the bond-holders are not willing to accept 
the one per cent now offered them before the 
legislature meets, there will be no legislation 
passed on the matter. I'll forecast that they 
won't collect any interest for five, yes may be 
ten years.” 

While the Government's investigators had 
advised that the municipalities could not pay 
any interest, he had urged them to settle on 
the basis of a one per cent rate, to be revised 
every three years, and nothing more than 4 
per cent for 25 years. Unless the bond-holders 
accept these terms before the legislature meets, 
they may expect no interest at all for an in- 
definite period. 

Edmonton is in no position to play the role 
of Shylock in demanding its pound of flesh 
according to the bond, when as a matter of fact 
its debtors cannot keep the bond and are being 
} excused by the Government of B.C. from having 
| to keep it. This city, which will have to obtain 


| mercy from its own bond-holders, or seek legis- 
| lative prot

ection against them, should show 
mercy to the municipalities which are*indebted 
to it 

If the sinking fund board and the city coun- 
cil are not willing to do that, they should at 
least appreciate that one per cent interest is 
better than none. 


MORE TAXATION OR LESS? 

In Edmonton, and no doubt in other Alberta 
cities a in these pre-election days the voters 
are being told the city must get “new sources 
of revenue.” 

As a campaign slogan that is by no means 
without mer It echoes a universal longing 
of mankind. Every person would like to get 
new sources of revenue for himself, and if a 

| city can find and appropriate some new and un- 
| tapped springs of money the taxpayer may feel 
that the result to himself would be the same 
as a moderate enlargement of his personal in- 
come. 

But just what is a “source of revenue” in 
these stringent times, and where are new ones 
to be found? The Provincial Government would 
much like information along those lines. Its 
reports show that what formerly were gushing 
sources of revenue have largely dried up; as a 
result of which there is a yawning chasm in the 
provincial exchequer, and a keen desire to know 
how it can be filled 

If the idea is to get for the city some source 
which are now tapped and drained by the 

Government, the scheme may as well for

The industrial 
worker has got nothing of the rake-off, and 
little or nothing also of the price increase made 
possible by the tariff-boosting of the last four 
years, 


The evidence put before the Stevens’ com- 
mittee was conclusive on that point. The 
Ontario bye-elections showed that the public 
are entirely aware of the facts. It will be quite 
useless to continue to pretend that raising prices 
to the consumer is necessary to raising wages in 
the factory, or that the wages would go up if 
the prices were marked up. That hasn't hap- 
pened in the past and the public know it. 

Like excessive tariff protection, “coding” is 
only anot.: way to make the consumers pay 
dividends on watered stock, with little if any of 
the added prices distributed as increased wages 
to the industrial workers. The experience of 
the NRA is conclusive on that score. Nothing 
will be gained, politically or otherwise, by try- 
ing ta supplement excessive tariff protection to 
Canadian industries with price-raising “codes.” 

What is needed is not a scaling up of retail 
prices in Canada, but a scaling down of indus- 
trial capitalization to a basis of common hon- 
esty. The public are “through” paying divi- 
dénds on stock and interest on bonds which do 
not represent money invested in the piants.

The Passing Show

It isn’t overdrawn. There are more harrow- 
ing cases than that. I could tell of a European 
family in their third year in this land of promise 
in a settlement south of Val Marie. There were 
eleven children, Many of them half naked, in 
the shack. Their sole diet before relief came 
consisted of boiled wheat, cracked with a ham- 
mer on a block or iron, and cooked over a fire 
of “buffalo chips.’ They were starving and 
breeding, though there's more excuse for a be- 
nighted family, isolated in a strange land, than 
for this, clipped from a daily newspaper in a 
city which has a free birth control clinic:

| Use Good Food 


Combinations 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY

| 

| Those who have strong digestive organs are 

| inclined to ridicule the idea of good food com- 
binations because they sometimes eat meals of 

| inharmonious mixtures and apparently suffer 

no immediate ill effects, 

Those who are suffering from weak diges- 
tion or who have developed 
certain diseases such as ec- 
zema, asthma or rheumatism, 
must learn to be especially 
careful with their food com- 
binations if they hope to be- 
come permanently well. 
Sometimes sick individuals 
are so sensitive that the least 
mistake in combining their 
food produces almost imme- 
diate discomfort. 

It was from watching this 


Dr. F. McCoy 
type of patient that I first got a clue as to the 


importance of good food combinations. Those 
who are not so sensitive to changes in the diet 
} may not notice the ill effect of wrongly com- 
bining food, but I am satisfied, nevertheless, 
that an injurious effect results. Very often 
foods used are good foods and if properly com- 
bined would be of benefit, but when mixed to- 
gether, may cause a slow poisoning. 

The average person realizes that it is better 
not to mix certain foods together and he may 
tell you that he can’t eat fish and milk at the 
same time, or that pickles and ice cream seem 
to poison him. Through the trial and error 
method he has found that certain mixtures 
cause trouble in his case and thereafter avoids 
them. However, I am convinced that if he 
would learn how to use good combinations at 
all times, that only an increase in health would 
follow. 

In preparing a meal I suggest that you plan 
to so combine the different foods that the com- 
bination will be correct from the standpoint of 
physiological chemistry; that is, avoid incom- 
patible mixtures, 

Even though the most wholesome food is 
used, so long as it is improperly mixed with 
other foods there is a constant battle going on 
between the different foodstuffs in the stomach 
and intestines and the body will be unable to 
| extract the full nourishment. Certain foods may 
be antagonistic toward each other and in plac- 
ing foods in the human digestive apparatus we 
must consider how best to use them so that we 
aid their chemical digestion in the stomach and 
intestines. 

The most practical plan is without doubt to 
} use one strongly “nourishing” food at a meal, in 
combination with other foods which combine 
well. The two most “nourishing” foods are the 
starches and proteins and it seems advisable not 
to use both of these at the same time. 

I am now going to outline for you some brief 
rules to follow for combining foods. Try using 
correct combinations for just one month and 
see if you do not feel better in every way. 

PROTEIN RULE—Any one protein such as 
meat may be used with one or more cooked and 
raw nonestarchy vegetables, with the addition 
of one kind of fruit, either cooked or raw. 

STARCH RULE—Any one starch may be 
used with one or more cooked and raw non- 
starchy vegetables. Avoid fruit with this meal. 

FRUIT RULE—One fruit as recommended, 
either raw or cooked may be used with a pro- 
tein meal, or with milk, or with any non-starchy 
vegetable. 

I have four articles along this line which 
will be helpful to you in’ learning more about 
food combinations. I suggest that you write for 
them: STARCHY COMBINATIONS (GIVES 
SAMPLE MENUS)... ; PROTEIN COMBINA- 
| TIONS (GIVES SAMPLE MENUS) ...: WHEN 
SHOULD WE USE MILK... ; ACID FRUITS.

A Day in Canadian History

born to Jos:ph Lajeunnesse, of 
Chambly, Que., a daughter to 
whom was given the names 
Maria Louise Cecilia Emma, and 
who was destined to become one 
of the world’s greatest vocalirts.
